Claim 2 has been 
cancelled. Claim 1 is pending. 

2. Claim 1 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or fairly suggest a dry toilet having a bowl with two holes in the 
left and right sides, each hole receiving drawstrings from a biodegradable bag, in 
combination with a toilet seat having a rounded indentation that mates closely with the 
rim of the bowl.
